REPORT ON OPERATION "SHARK" 





PREAMBLE 

1. AS a result of the blowing up of the KING DAVID HOTEL, JERUSAL&M, 

on 22 Jul 46, by IZL assisted by STERN, an operation, kmown as Operation 

SHARK, was launched in TEL AVIV on Tuesday 30 Jul 45 with the primary 

intention of arresting as larze a mumber as possible ot maenbers of the IZL 

and STERN Greups, This operation was also designed as a vigorous display 

of strength and action to the Arabs, whose reaction to tne KING DAVID outrage 
had been largely that of blaming us for our weakness, leniency and unpreparednes. 


The operation wes suc. cssful and in nddition to providing 787 
detainees suspected as terrorists to keep company with the AGATHA detainees 
in the detention camps, it also provided us with « certain aaount of valuable 
intelligence material and with several itens which served as useful propaganda 
in the world press and broadcasting systems, 





OPER .TION "SHARK" 

2. The operetion was carried cut by 6 Airborne Division with under command 
2 Infantry Brigade, KDC, L/7 DG and 1 KSLI (from 1 British Infantry Division 
Sector) in conjunction with a larre force of the Palestine Police,

PLANNING AND SECURITY 


3. The planning of an cperaticn on this scale and the concentration of 
troops prior to =~ hour presented formidabl: tasks from the roint of view of 
security. , 


The move north of 12 L on tui. night prior to the Operation fron RAMUS 
to their concentration area with 1 Para Ade made a gocd cover plan, 


The opposition hed to souc extent been expecting an operation of this 
kind to be carried out against TEL AVIY since the blowing up of the KING DAVID 
end complete surprise was therefore not to be expected, However, there was 
no indication that the actual time and scale of the cperation was disclosed 
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ua the fact that a muber of Top Gmde terrerisvs were in fact arrested 
‘ndicates that no prior wa_ning had been received by then,

4. The four Srigalies concentrated on ILL AVIV by four routes at 0500 hours 
on the morning of 30 Jul 46 and established an outer cordon round the entire 
city, including soue of the Juwish quarters of Jiurel. ( see «-ppendix "i")« The 
cordoned city was divided into four Brirede sectors and as the scarch proceeded 
the Outer Senden was pulled in to conform finally to st A el the builte 
up arca of the city, 


The four sectors allotted to Sricades were similarly cordoned off fron 
each other oy Inner Cordons to prevent infiltration from one Srigade sector 
into another, 

BCE PLANS 
The methods «adopted hy the Sriradces within their own sectors were 
differcnt. They were 23 follows:

The curfew wos on the whole well observed by the ponulation, anu the 
extremely small muanber of casualties (4 wound 2 in this wide scale operation 
is a proof ooth of the mild behaviour o: the wovulation «nd the restraint of 
the troops. 1 the former it my be said that there were, as always, a 
number of exceptions = individuals vho were uncooper.tive and abusive to an 
extrecric, 
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6. One of the rore imcortant Jessons learmed Pro. the operation concegned 
the policy on Fasses, Before the overition started troops were instructed that 
all the normal Curfew passes would not be honoured end their bearers would not 
be allowed out of doors, This eel was sO rigialy inpressed that during the 
operation when a special issuc of Passes was made, despite previous publicity, 
their privileged bearers were in nang cxases treated as curfew breakers and either 
aetained or returned to their homes, <As the in..viduels concerned were necessary 
tc rum some vitsl public service, this cnused some dislocation hefore it was 
rectified, | 

It is suggested tact in future opcimtions or this nature, 21] troops are 
notified that all passes except one type issued especially for the durstion of 
the operation, will be invalid.

This suburd cf TEL AVIV wac not included for cordoning and searching 
in the original plan, although it lies within the new municipal bouncary, 
However,Curing the Operation, on Folice advice,git was decided to extend the 
original areca to cover this, as it was considered that csmong the inhabitants 
there was a hivgh proportion of suspects. This supvosition was amply torne 
out later, The search was carried out on D + 3 by 2 Fara Bde after it had 
completed its sector of TEL AVI... The results are summarised in Appendix "B”. 
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13. Civilian Food ; 
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milk supplies to the po,ulation, Tnese supplies were brought in under
